congress. Approved at a conference 
yesterday between President Hard- 
ing, Secretary Wallace and 16 Re- 
publican senators headed by Senator 
Lodge, majority, senator leader, and 
Senator Watson of Indiana, who has 
been making an active survey of the 
question, the program contemplates 
utilization of the federal farm loan 
board as the agency for extension 
of larger and more 'liberal credits, ' 
both as to interest rates and time, 
to meet the present agricultural ne- 
cessity. 


The relief plan designed to reach 


the small farmer as well as th-; 
large cattle raisers and grain grow- 
ers was outlined in a statement fol- 
lowing the conference by Secretary 
Wallace and Senator Lodge. It is pro- 
posed by use of the farm loan board 
as the medium of government relief 
to make it available to the thousands 
of small farmers who need- it and 
who, in the opinion of those at the 
.conference! have not shared as havn 
the larger grain and cattle producers, 
in the credit relief afforded by the 
war finance corporation because of 
the limitations under which it is op-, 
erated.
